will not, see this, and the regrettable 
tendency is everywhere evident for 
the workers to break away from and 
disregard their own leaders. 

What is clearly needed is the crea- 
tion of a feeling of mutual Soehecnce| 
between these two parties; the evo- 
lution of a plan which will satisfy 
both that neither is trying to take 
advantage of the other, It is urged 
in many quarters that this can be 
established by the inauguration of 
profit-sharing policies. Workers are 
now insistently demanding that they 
be given a larger share of the wealth 
produced by their labor.

Deliberate Plot 


Vienna Court Wished to Get Rid of 
Archduke Ferdinand 


Berne. — Charges that the assas- 
sination of Archduke Francis Ferdi- 
nand and his wife, the Duchess of 
Hohenberg at Sarajevo on June 28, 
1914, was the result of a deliberate 
plot by the late Count Tisza, former 
Hungarian premier, are made in a 
pamphlet written by a priest who was 
the spiritual adviser of the Duchess 
of Hohenberg, according to a Vienna 
dispatch to the Frankfort Gazette. 
The pamphlet entitled “The Sarajevo 
Murder and Count Tisza’s responsi- 
bility for the World War,” is said to 
have made a profound impression in 
Austria,

jnand repeatedly refused to go to Sar- 


ajevo and it was only an appeal to

Starting Point 

Dawson. — Storker Storkerson, ex- 
plorer, and his few men who landed 
on an Arctic ice floe last year, ecx- 
pecting to float toward Siberia, have 
landed near the mouth of the Colville 
river, Alaska, not far from Baker's 
Land, where they started, according 
to word brought here by the Royal 
North West Mounted Police. 

The party established a camp in 
March, 1918, on an ice floe, thirty 
miles long, seven miles wide and 
from fifty to one hundred feet thick. 
On this they drifted one hundred 
miles west, seventy miles north, and 
fifty miles east, according to reports. 
They landed November 7, 1918 While 
on the floe they subsisted on polar 
bears and seals.
